campaign against tuberculosis, 
which will be conducted in Georgia 
this year from December 1 to 11, in- 
clusive. That the state will buy a 
heavy quota of seals is confidently 
expected by the Statewide iAnti-Tu- 
berculosis association. Reports com- 
ing in from practically every city 
and county in Georgia. indicate a 
widespread interest in this effort to 
stamp out the white plague and its 
annual decimation, both of individ- 
ual lives and of valuable property. 

The cost of tuberculosis to the 
State. is conservatively placed at 
$23,000,000 every year, and this 
amount does not include any esti- 
‘mate for the mental anguish and 
euffering, either of the victims or of 
their helpless loved ones. 

When it is remembered that it is 
estimated by specialists that eight 
out of every nine deaths from this 
cause would have been preventable 
if intelligently treated in the early 
Stages, the necessity for supporting 
the work of fighters against this 
modern plague is fully realized. This 
fight is being waged through many 
channels, the chief of which, how- 
ever, is education. Education be- 
ginning in childhood, in proper san- 
itation, proper food, proper living, 
will do more than any other one 
thing to stamp out this dread tax 
upon the manhood and womanhood 
of the state and nation. 

The anti-tuberculosis seals which 
are to be sold in Georgia this year 
carry the double-barred cross of the 
Anti-Tuberculosis association. - The 
money raised goes all to the work 
itself and is divided between the 
local work in the individual coun- 
ty and the state organization.

Mrs. Mary White 


Is First Woman 
Voter of State 


Stephens County Woman, 


Who Registered Six 
Months Ago, Only Wom- 
an Known to-Vote in 
the National Election in 
Georgia. 


BY MARION KENDRICK. 
It was definitely announced over 


three months ago that an Ohio ed- 
itor would be the next president of 
the United States, and when Ten- 
nessee finally became the thirty- 
sixth state ratifying the Susan B. 
Anthony amendment, it was an as- 


sured fact that Mrs. Mary Jarett | 


White, of Stephens county, would be 
the first and only woman in Geor- 
gia who would legally vote in the 
November presidential election. 

Not only did Mrs. White vote in 
Tuesday's election, but her ballot 
was counted, giving Cox, Roosevelt 
and the straight democratic ticket 
one more rather unexpected ount, 
for her registration and paying of 
poll tax on April 1 was not widely 
advertised. : 

Anticipating the ratification of 


the Susan B. Anthony amendment, 
Mrs. White, who has always taken 
much interest in politics and was 
Governor Dorsey’s campaign man- 
ager in Stephens county during his 
last race, appeared before Tax Col- 
lector A. D. Andrews, six months 
ago at Toccoa, signed her name on 
the dotted line, paid her poll tax 
and then calmly witnessed the suf- 
frage tempest in the Tennessee leg- 
islature. 

So, when Mrs. White presented 
herself at the polling place in Toc- 
coa Tuesday, she placed her ballot 
in the box and was later informed 
that it had been counted along with 
those of the male voters. And this 
is how she became the first woman 
voter in a national and state elec- 
tion, so far as is known, in Geor- 


gia. 

Not only is Mrs. White well known 
as a “politicianess” in the ninth dis- 
trict, but she has also contributed 
tnany articles to the state press and 
has long been one of the leaders of 
the suffrage movement in Georgia. 

“TI have been wanting to vote for 
a long while,” she told a Constitu- 
tion representative Thursday night, 
“so I decided to play safe six months 
ago by registering. Cox was snowed 
under by Harding, but after four 
years of the republican administra- 
tion, the people will be glad to 
again put the democrats back in 
power.” 

Mrs. White is now in Atlanta at- 
tending the annual convention of 
thé Georgia ~State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs- In addition to tak- 
ing great interest in politics, Mrs. 
White has a farm in Tugalo valley, 
tfaises ci.ickens, fights the boll 
weevil and declares that so long 
as she lives she will vote the 
straight democratic ticket.

i. “Georgia women will teach their 
-@children to recognize the greatness 


of the service to civilization of the 
president of the United States. 

(Signed) “MRS. J. E. HAYS, 
“President Geor,!a Federation of 

Women's Clubs.” 

The resolution was brought to the 
executive board Thursday morning 
by Mrs. J. K. Ottley and unanimously 
adopted and passed to the general 
convention through the resolutions 
committee, of which Mrs. W. H. 
Griffin, of Valdosta, is president. 

Resolutions on Citizenship. 

Unanimously paseed at the eve- 
ning session was the following reso- 
lutions: 

“Be it resolved, That the twenty- 
fourth convention of the Georgia 
Federated Women’s clubs, in ses- 
sion in Atlanta, November 4, does 
hereby express .its sense. of .the 
solemnity of this great historic mo- 
ment which has thrust so suddenly 
upon the milifons of American 
women an equal share In this our 
government “of the people, for the 
people and by the people;”

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all federated women of Georgia the 
faithful and conscientious use of the 
ballot based upon the conviction 
that we, the citizens of the United 
States, are’ the government which 
can never be better other than we 
make it; 

“That this. convention suggests 
that the federated women all over 
Georgia join with these women in 
their communities in securing at 
once the necessary facilities for the 
registration under our state laws 
to which women as enfranchised 
citizens are now entitled alike with 
men, and that they bring to such 
registration and later to the polls, 
as many women as possible to vote 
their convictions for the bést in- 
terests of their nation, state and 
community; 


“That the convention urges all 


federated women to study unceas- 


ingly the principles of citizenship, 
the Constitution of the United 
States and of our: own state and 
the growth of our own government, 
and do all that in them Hes to the 
end that the woman vote in Georgia 
may be an addition to the electo- 
rate of the state, not only numert- 
cally alone, but in the intelligence 
and political convictions.” 


At the morning session, called 
at 10 o’clotk, the assembly opened 
in singing a song of “Thrift” and 
concluded the three sessions by 
telling some of their troubles when 
the district presidents answered the 
questions: “What is your district’s 
greatest problems?” “Ho are your 
clubs solving the problem?” 

Many of these problems were not 
entirely pertaining to general con- 
ditions in the district, but to or- 
ganization failure of so many wom- 
en in attending to the business of 
their clubs. For example, Mrs. 
Evans, representing the Hirst dis- 
trict, said one of the chief problems 
was getting her women co-workers 
to answer the letters sent to them. 

Mrs. E. R. Hines, representing 
the Tenth district, mentioned her 
problem the rural schools, and the 
remedy planned to establish a wom- 
an’s club to build up and sponsor 
every rural school. 

Mrs. Hankinson, of the Sixth dis 
trict, made her report in -rhyme, 
and saw one of the problems cone 
fronting some of the women that 
of “to be or not to be a citizen.” 

Mrs. Nelms, of the Ninth district, 
raw lack of educational facilities 
in her district, likewise of exten- 
sion in club work, and lack of bet- 
ter understanding about club obli- 
gation.

Collegiate Football Is Sport 


BY HUGH S. FULLERTON 


Untainted by, Professionalism 


Football, the sport which escaped 
having any er to wash thus far, 
is giving us a\breath of clean air 
in spite of the struggles of {ee 
baseball magnates to create profes- 
sional football and control it. 

If football was still in the stage 
of development that it was fifteen 
years ago in the west the magnates 
might have some hope. But it is 
not. 

In those days the western col- 
leges indulged in the win-at-any- 
cost theory, and such practices as 
scouting for players, blinking at 
the professionalism of some and 
permitting old grads to pay ex- 
penses of talented athletes became 
quite common, so much so that the 
growing evil hurt the game. The 
practices, of course, have been con- 
tinued in some of the schools, but 
the majority of the westerners de- 
cided that the games should be kept 
clean and the conference schools 
have been extremely careful in bar- 
ring ineligibles. It has not hurt the 
game: in-fact, has raised the stand- 
ard of the sport considerably. 


How to Treat Muckers. 


I have no objection to roughing 
or hard play, but when bcys playing 
a clean, beautiful game are care- 
fully taught the art of ankle twist- 


ing, when players are instructed to. 


center their attentions upon a cer- 
tain star of an opposing team, with 
a view to “putting him out of the 
game,” it looks as jf certain coaches 
are willing to sacrifice sportsman- 
ship and risk serious injury of oth- 
ers in order to win a reputation for 
themselVes. 

When the easterners do run into 
such a team as this their line of 
conduct is one that the western 
conference members might well pat- 
tern after. In many cases at pres- 
ent they do not. ins 

In the east it is the custom to s8ay 
no word of complaint, no matter 
what happens. If a college eleven 
meets another coached in such 
muckerish work and is beaten by it 
it does not complain. It sends a 
note of congratulation and immedi- 
ately schedules a return game for 
the next year. Butif, the next year, 
the team beats the one which for- 
merly triumphed over it, that team 
is immediately dropped from the 
schedule. 

The word is passed through all 
the colleges quietly and either there 
is a change of coaches or the team 
which has used muckerish tactics 
has a hard time arranging games 
with any clean college. 

If the western schools would fol- 
low this system of quietly sending 
to football Coventry any team which 
plays udsportsmanlike football they 
would do well. 


A Misunderstanding Cleared. 


The easterners do not seem to 
know much of western football. Re- 
cently I read an article by a famous 
eastern writer in which he insin- 
uated that western college football 
mentors coach the players from the 
side lines in violation of the rules. 
Immediately afterward he qualified 
with an explanation that did not 
explain, saying he meant that west- 
ern coaches were permitted to fol- 
low the plays along the sideline 
while the eastern coaches were 
compelled to remain in one place. 

The statement was made that Dr. 
Williams followed his team in its 
progress down the field, and was 
in tactical position to give advice. 
Dr. Williams, being one of the 
cleanést sportsmen in the game and 
one of the most stringent in in- 
sisting upon obeying spirit and let- 
ter of the laws, probably resented 
the inference. 

It interests me becayse the day I 
read the article I watched two east- 
ern teams playing, and the coaches 
moved along the sidelines rather 
freely, keeping in position to watch 
their men, and there was not the 
slightest indication that they were 
trying to coach or otherwise com- 
municate with their players. The 
coach really is entitled to as much 
chance to see what his men are do- 
ine as the spectators are, 


Ebbets Stuck to the Ship. 


The retirement of Charles Ebbets 
from) baseball after thirty-seven 
years in the sport is a distinct loss 
to baseball. He has announced his 
intention of selling the Brooklyn 
team and retiring. Last summer 
in the height of the pennant race, a 
check for more than a million dol- 
lars was laid before him in a bona 
fide effort to buy his team and he 
refused. He sat for a minute hold- 
ing the check, then folded it and 
passed it back. He would not quit 
while his team was fighting for - 
championship. The price offered 
him was several hundred thousand 
dollars more than the club would 
“tetead now, but he is not regretting 

The good old squire of Faltbush 
has been one of the fighting fig- 
ures of the game for years. Over 
in Brooklyn he is not very popu- 
lar, and in some quarters of base- 
ball he is certainly rot loved. In 
baseball politics he has been a bat- 
tler. He was with Andrew Freed- 
man in the war that almost wrecked 
the National league. 

But, take Ebbetts out of the bus- 
iness end of the game and he is 
just a baseball ceank. He loves 
the game and probably would rath- 


jer be down with the boys on the 


field than sitting back as owner. 
Well past 60 years of age, he still! 
can play the game, and for years 
he used to get out eyery day and 
practice with his playerg. 

The big mistakes Ebbetts made 
were due to the fact that he was 


and is a rabid baseball fan; per- 
haps as wild a fan as any bleach- 
elite in his own park. He knew 
oo much baseball for his own finan- 
cial good. For years he interfered 
with the managers in their conduct 
of-the teams because he knew more 
about baseball than they did. I: 
was not until he realized the fact 
that one'man control is necessary 
to success in baseball on any team 
that his clubs began winning. 

Probably he has sighed and twist- 
ed in his seat in many games, but 
in recent years he has permitted 
the managers to work with a free 
rein without offering advice—and 
he got results. 

He has made much money -in the 
ast two years, after being almost 
broke a number of times, and no 
one in baseball will begrudge him 
the fortune he has finally achieved.

Op- 
ponents assert the terms have been 
in use for a numbers of years and 
are perfectly understandable to the 
trade and are not misleading.

London, November 4.—The leading 
British provincial newspapgts  con- 
sider the election of Senator Harding 
to the presidency as. an. indication 
that the electorate is tired of what 
the journals call. “one-man. rule.” 
The Liverpeo! post says: 

“Senator Harding goes to the 
whitehouse as the representative of 
a profound belief, long maturing 
among the larger part of the nation, 
that Wilsonism is alien to American 
traditions and that America should 
not entagle herself in the affairs of 
distracted Europe.” 

This newspapers expresses the 
opinion that the elettion of Senator 
Harding does not mean antagonism 
to the league of nations, and be- 
lieves “that America is searching 
in her heart of hearts for some 
method of achieving the august pur- 
pose of the’ covenant which she can 
approve without misgiving.” 

The Yorkshire Post considers it 
a good thing, in the present diffi- 
cult phase of its national] history, 
that the United States should have 
elected the candidate it did. 

“Senator Harding’s aim, at least, 
is defined; he wishes to help*the 


with the approval of congress and 
without compromising American in- 
terests,” says this newspaper.

Paris, November 4.—Newspapers 
of this city give great prominence 
to reports of the American election, 
and publish many pictures of Sena- 
tor Harding, The Excelsior giving 


its entire first page to the success- 
ful. presidentia] candidate and -his 
family. In their comments, the 
newspapers declare the election of 
Senator Harding was a_ triumph; 
give high praise to his personality, 
and recall he has always asserted 
great sympathy for France. 

Editors are unanimous in re- 
marking that the election clearly 
condemns the policy of President 
Wilson, and settles definitely the 
Situation existing between the ad- 
ministrative and legislative depart- 
ments of the gove ent. They as- 
sert this situation has “completely 
paralyzed American international 
policy,” and express the convic- 
tion that the result of the election 
will in no way prejudice Franco- 
American_friendship.
